Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1  954  which  unexpectedly  is  my 
last  one,  I  must  first  of  all  thank  The  Council  for  the  cour-tesy  v/ith  v/hich 
they  have  listened  to  my  a.dvice  for  the  past  nine  years. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  in  tha.t  time  more  progress  has  not  "been  ahle  to 
he  made  in  this  district  in  providing  the  fundamentals  of  Public  Health  i.  e. 
adequate  ■water  supplies,  housing,  and  sewerage,  and  though  it  must  he  said 
that  somn  at  least  of  the  difficulties  have  heen  partly  of  the  Council’s  own 
malcing,  there  is  no  douht  that  the  various '  financial  striigencies  v/hich  vre 
have  passed  through  since  1 947  have  operated  most  mfavourahly  on  a  Local 
Authority  -with  such  a  small  penny  rate.  ■  ■  '  ' 

None  the  less  the  Council  have  tried  to  get  on  in  spite  of  the 
considerable  difficulties  and  we  certainly  hope  to  see  some  results  in  the 
next  year  or  two,  notably  in  Housing.  One  obvious  impediment  to  speed  is  th 
limitation  in  staff  which  immediately  has  financial  repercussions. 

In .  conclusion  ■  I  shoulLd  lilce  to  -thank  "the  Clerk  for  lifs  most  helpful 
co-operation  which  has  been  availa.ble'  to  me  a.t  all  times,  and  also  his  staff. 
I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  former  Sanitary  Inspector  .Mr.  U.  J.  Lawry  who 
gave  of  his  best,  vi/hile  to  the  present  Sanitary  Inspector  ' my  particular  thank 
are  due  for  the  most  excellent  and  conscientious  assistance  he  has  given  me 
since  he  took  office.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


Thoiigh  one  must  always  make  the  proviso  that  with  such  small 
figures  relatively  large  fluctuations  are  hound  to  occur  the  follovdng 
observations  are  off  ered: - 

(a)  The  population  is  virtually  the  same  in  number  as  last  year  though 
this  does  not  mean  that  its  composition  by  age  groups  is  identical. 

(b)  The  death  rate  is  considerably  lower. 

(c)  Among  the  principo.1  causes  of  death  heart  disease  is  ea.sily  the 
greatest,  mth  cancer  much  less  in  proportion  than  la.st  year  though 
this  is  possibly  only  a  temporary  thing.  Respiro-tory  tuberculosis 
is  still  an  important  cause  but  it  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  it 
represents  an  expiring  fire  and  that  other,  younger,  people  have  not 
been  left  infected  a.nd  infective  to  carry  on  the  disease.

(a)  The  v/et  summer  meant  that  these  kept  up  fairly  v/ell.  No  progress 
’unfortunately  was  made  in  the  chlorination  of  the  St.  Just  Churchtown 
supply  and  the  uisatisfactory  featuire  of  notices  to  boil  had  to  be 
continued  for  yet  another  period. 


(b)  Good  progress  was  made  idth  the  improvement  at  Trev/ellard  mentioned 
in  the  last  report  but  the  work  was  not  completed  by  the  end  of  tlie  year. 


Boscasvfell  and  Pendeen. 

(c)  The  construction  of  the  additional  houses  at  Bosca.swell  which  finally 
got  under  way  meant  that  a  method  of  harnessing  the  supjuly  from  the  Leat 
had  to  be  fouind  as  a  matter  of  ’urgency.  It  is  proposed  to  do.  this  by  a 
6,000  ga.llon  tanl:  at  Cam  View  Terrace,  and  v/hile  providing  a  supply  to 
the  housing  estate,  lay  the  mains  provided  under  the  Drift  Scheme  and  so 
give  a  standpipe  supply  to  Pendeen.  This  would  be  of  particular 
importance  to  the  school.  Unfortunately,  almost  as  evcryvYhere,  the 
legal  problems  involved  were  very  great  and  were  not  even  in  sight  of  a 
solution  by  the  end.  of  the  year.  If  something  doesn't  happen  soon  w’e 
shall  be  in  the  position  of  having  built  Council  houses  wltliout  any  vnter 
supply 


3.  SIT.'/ERAGE 


No  progress  was  made  v>rith  the  carrying  out  of  tlie  Boscean  Scheme, 
though  this  is  nen^r  finally  ready  to  go  to  the  Ministry.  As  it  stands, 
it  is  proposed  to  lay  a  main  along  the  375  feet  contour  line  or  thereabouts 
v/hich  vUl  avoid  any  pumping  until  the  Tregeseal  section  comes  in.  This 
will,  of  course,  mean  a  material  saving  in  running  costs. 


4.  EILCTIOUS  DISK^. 

Throughout  the  year  v/e  were  fortunate  in  that  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  remained  very  low.  For  some  years  now  I  have  been 
able  to  report  this  but  it  would  be  tempting  fate  to  imagine  that  this 
state  of  affairs  is  likely  to  continue  for  long.  The  mtreated  water 
at  St.  Just  Churchtown  gives  ample  opportunity  for  apprehension  to  cite 
just  one  possibility.  There  are  others.

In  such  cases  v/here  no  evidence  is  found  in  the  child' s  family  or 
close  relatives,  attention  should  be  pand  to  the  milk  supply  in  case  a 
Tuberculous  cow  is  detected  in  the  herd. 


HOUSING 


This  remains  the  most  difficult  problem  Y/ith  which  the  Covincil  has  to 
deal  and  the  lack  of  progress  since  the  completion  of  the  houses  in 
Regent  Terrace  has  been  cumulative.  Strong  pressure  has  been  put  on  the 
Council  by  the  Ministry  to  give  up  houses  now  held  under  requisition 
which,  in  this  area,  are  greater  in  proportion  than  almost  any  other  | 

district  in  the  county,  but  the  delays  v;hich  occurred  before  this  site  a.t 
Boscaswell  was  started,  mean  that  such  a  large  proportion  of  the  total 
number  of  nev^  houses  to  be  built  there  vd-ll  be  talcen  up  by  these  displaced 
persons,  that  there  v/ill  be  less  for  sluim  clearance  and  the  present  ; 

housing  list.  I  have  mentioned  before  that  the  Urban  District  has  a  , 

large  nuiraber  of  unfit  houses  and  it  is  all  the  more  unfortimate,  therefore, ; 
that  the  Council  have  not  decided  to  make  use  of  the  chances  offered  by  j 

the  1949  Housing  Act,  relating  to  improvements.  It  is  surely  better  to 
pay  out  even  £800  on  viiich  there  is  a  50  psr  cent  Grant  than  to  have  to 
buy  land  and  buiild  a  nev/  house  for  £1  ,800. 


The  question  of  Slum  Clearance  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act,  1954j  is  a  most  important  one  to  the  Council  as  even  the  most 
suiDerficial  survey  shov/s  a  large  number  liable  to  be  dealt  Ya.th,even 
v/hen  the  most  generous  allovmmce  is  made  for  Ioyy  standards  on  account  of 
the  lack  of  water  and  sev/erage. 


The  net  result  of  it  all  is  that  there  will  be  a  rehousing  problem 
in  St.  Just  for  many  years  ahead.

Ivir.  Chairman, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report  for  1954  on  the 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District. 

During  the  year  under  revie\Y  varying  degrees  of  progress  Y/ere  made 
Yri.th  relation  to;- 

( 1 )  The  preparation  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government 'of  the  Pendeen  -  BoscasYrell  V/ater  Scheme. 

(2)  The  preparation  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  of  the  St.  Just  Tovm  -  Boscean  -  Tregeseal 
Sev/erage  Scheme. 

(3)  The  installation  of  the  TreYrellard  Y/ater  Supply  Improvement 
Scheme,  and 

(4)  Pinal  preparations  for  the  construction  of  44  dYfellings  at 
LoYfer  Boscasvirell. 

The  decontrol  of  slaughtering  in  July  increased,  by  no  small  measure, 
the  heavy  burden  of  duties  borne  by  the  department.  Much  vrark,  outside 
the  recognised  hours  of  duty,  had  to  be  done  in  order  to  effect  one  himdred 
per  cent  inspection  in  the  tliree  licensed  Slaughterhouses. 

Rodent  Control  work  continued  and  the  Maintenance  Treatment  of  sev/ers 
and  refuse  tips  iwas  carried  out. 


SANITARY  CIRCUlvISTANCES  OP  THE  AEEA 


\7ATER  SUPPLIES 


45  yards  of  new  3"  water  main  were  laid  in  the  statutory  area  of 
supply.  The  renewal  of  service  pipes  continued  as  the  need  arose. 

A  year  of  ahnormal  rainfall  guaranteed  an  abundant  supply  of  wa.ter. 

An  electric  submersible  pump  "was  installed  at  the  Wheal  Bal  Shaft, 
Trewellard.  The  6,000  gallon  reservoir  vdll  be  erected  next  year,  viien 
it  is  hoped  that  Trewellajrd  v^rill  enjoy  for  the  first  time  in  its  existence 
an  uninterrupted  supply  of  piped  water. 

It  is  still,  hov/ever,  a  vital  necessity  for  the  whole  Urban  District 
to  be  served  vn.th  an  adequate,  vdiolesome  piped  supply.  We  still  look  to 
the  Drift  Scheme  to  meet  this  most  urgent  need. 


SEV/EE/xGE 


Sewage  disposal  is  principally  by  sea  outfalls,  one  at  Pen  Nanven  and 
one  at  Trewellard  Zavffi.  The  former  serves  approximately  one  half  of  St.  Just 
Churchto\vn  while  the  latter  serves,  Trewellard,  Pendeen  and  Boscaswell  Village. 

There  is  a  small  septic  tanlc  at  Higher  Bojewyan. 

The  Boscean  outfall  taking  sewage  from  the  eastern  half  of  the  Churchtovn 
and  consisting  of  a  series  of  disused  mine  shafts  qs  over-burdened  and  a 
statutory  nuisance.  Here  crude  sewage  flows  into  the  Nancherrow  stream. 

Periodic  heavy  rainfall  still  surcharged  the  Churchtovm  sewers,  causing 
damage  through  flooding  to  the  personal  effects  of  certain  dwellinghouse 
occupiers. 

The  Council  approved  the  following  Scheme  submitted  to  them  by  their 
Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  Lemon  &  Blizard,  to  abate  the  long  standing 
nuisances  and  provide  Tregeseal  v/ith  a  long  av«?aited  sev/erage  system:  - 

(a)  A  new  6"  gravity  sewer  to  take  sewage  from  the  eastern  half  of  the 
Churchtown,  connecting  with  the  existing  9"  gravity  sewer  emptying 
at  Pen  Nanven  sea  outfall, 

(b)  Relief  sewers  in  the  western  half  of  the  Churchtovn,  and 

(c)  A  sev/er  for  Tregeseal  Valley,  sewage  from  which  is  to  be  lifted  into 
the  nev/  6"  gravity  sewev. 

It  is  now  hoped  that  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  will 
approve  the  Council’s  proposals  which  have  been 'bn  the  stocks”  for  six  years 
and  time  out  of  mind  a  necessity.

HOUSING 


As  no  nev;  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  housing  work  vreis 
restricted  to  dealing  yeLth  naiiitenance  of  property  iai  as  reasonable  a  condition 
as  possible. 

More  than  5  acres  of  land  at  Lo’v^er  Boscasv/ell,  Pendeen,  and  3  acres  of  lend 
at  Cam  Bosavem,  St,  Just,  were  acquired. 

Instructions  v;ere  given  to  a  Contractor  in  November  to  commence  the  erection 
of  36  houses  and  8  flats  at  the  Lov;er  Boscaswell  site. 

The  Co-jncil's  iurchitects  surveyed  the  Cam  Bosavem  site  v.dth  a  viev;-  to 
preparing  a  site  layout  for  dwellings. 

The  number  of  houses  nov/  ovned  by  the  Council  is  39. 

The  Council' s  obligations  and  pou/ers  under  the  Housing  Acts  1  93*9  -  1  934 
were  fully  considered,  especially  the  matter  of  proposals  for  a  five  year  Slum 
Clearance  Programme.  Regarding  additional  staff  tliat  may  be  necessary  to 
effectively  carry  out  the  five  year  Clearance  Programme,  the  Council  decided 
to  avra.it  the  result  of  the  initial  housing  survey  before  arriving  at  a  decision.

Streets  in  the  St.  Just  Churchto\m  only  were  cleansed  hy  a  part-time 
Sweeper.  The  net  cost  of  Street  Sv/eeping  was  <£120.  12.  Id. 


I  a.gain  a.ppeal  to  the  public  to  make  greater  use  of  the  street  litter 
bins  provided  at  various  points  throughout  the  district.  Clean  and  tidy 
streets  can  only  be  kept  as  such  at  all  times  by  the  public  rather  than  by 
the  Local  Authority  Street  Sweeper. 


MORTUARY  FACILITIES 


There  is  one  Mortuary  provided  in  St.  Just  Churchtovvn.  These  premises 
v/ere  used  also  on  occasions  by  the  neighbouring  rural  Authority. 


EIUTYING  OP  CESSPOOIS 


When  the  need  arose,  privately  owned  cesspools  etc.  and  those  for  which 
the  Council  were  responsible,  were  emptied  by  a  Cesspool  Emptier  hired  from 
the  neighboinring  Authority.
